As we strive to create a great society and an econ­ 
omy productive enougli to support it adequately, in 
keening with the huge opT>oi*t uni ties th at science and 
enlightenment have opened to us. America can think 
of no better way to solve its problems of change and 
than by turning to its schools for aid. 


'r' is puts huge new burdens on the school ms well 
as on the tnxnayers. There need be no dismay at fum­ 
bles in this unnrecedented human laboratory, but there 
should obviously be a close inspection of progress, a 
c’onstant inventorv of success, a nruning of dead wood. 
Tins is ver>- difficult. The public should be ouick to 
recognize courage in anv institution of higher learning 
u hich adm its failures. They’ll be there in any university 
or college, but in the human nature of things they won’t 
be well advertised. 


It 
is 
almost 
as 
difficult 
to

up_ with 
reporting this great river of education so that it is 
intelligible to the public, as to get an overall view and 
Analysis of it. 


A recent meeting of the Field Services Committee 
In Escanaba brought an unprecedented report on the 
community services of the colleges and universities 
serving the Upper Peninsula. It brought an accolade 
from fellow educators from other institutions for N orth­ 
ern ^lichigan University’s pi-ogi*am of public sei-vices. 


Ralph Noble, director of continuing education at 
Michigan Tech, Houghton, called it “One of the great­ 
est program s of public sei*vice in the country.’* Speak­ 
ers from the other universities were similarly laudatory. 


Northern has busted the buttons off the old famil­ 
iar coat for a university and given it a role as broad as 
the gi*eat community that it senses and as deep as hu­ 
man need. Vice President Claud Bosworth needed three 
typed pages to list all the activities of NMU in its pub- 
h'c service progi’am. Tt ranged from operating the only 
Women’s Job Corps Center on an American campus to 
sponsoring a European tour for high school students. 


The W’^ar on Poverty has some of its most impres­ 
sive experimentation at N orthern, where an expendi­ 
ture of $2,000 is apt to give an adult trainee enough 
basic education and .job skill training to send him to a 
lob instead of to the welfare rolls. W ith the form er 
he’ll be a productive citizen and with the latter he may 
run up a lifetime bill for dependency of S^RO.OOO. And. 
of course, the humane consideration transcends the 
economic.

A revelation of the Field Senices Committee meet­ 
ing as interesting as the huge scope of the public serv­ 
ices program was that on the changing character of 
higher education in the Upper Peninsula. The University 
of Michigan and Michigan State University have re­ 
shaped their field service and Extension activities to 
mesh with those of Northern and of Tech. whose public 
sei*vices they predated, and also to mesh with those 
of the Peninsula’s community colleges and with Lake Su­ 
perior State College at Sault Ste. Marie. 


Coming up is a new dimension of university public 
service with the public health program planned for the 
Copper Country and soon to be announced. Already 
operative is such impressive educational pioneering as 
Suomi College’s secretarial course for 20 young women 
who were unwed m others or deserted wives. Nineteen 
finished the course: 11 became full time students. 


This is a far cry from the image of a college as a 
place only for young people to continue their post-high 
school studies. It is using our resources to create a truly 
great society through enlightenment.
